The Circuit Court of Appeals, San 
Francisco, has just.delivered a judgment 
on'an appeal of great interest to ship-

On the arrival of the cargo at Shanghai 
it was found that o large number of the 
hogsheads had been broken and a con-, 
siderable quantity of the’ tobacco was' ‘2 
Spoiled. The plaintiffs therefore claimed 
'G. 843,016 damages from the steamship 
company. F
